This day Mr. Drury brought me two maps of the 
Caufeway (fee Tab. XL), one a view from the top 
of the cliffy and the meafures as he pac'd^ the other 
from my meafures by a line 5 in which the let- 
ters anfwer to thofe in the engtaving after his lifter's 
drawing. I have fent them to you, as Mr. Folkes 
fome time ago defired to know how fer the Caufeway 
extended into the fea. 

I have alfo fent you four drawings by Mr. Drury, 
of two curious ftones, which I brought to Dublin.
